Income Tax 
Reduction 


Washington, Mar. 11. 

The Benate Finance Commit- 
tee today: approved a $4,700,- 
000,000 income tax reduction 
bill by.a vote of 10-1. The 
action cut the $6,500,000,000 
tax bill passed by the House of 
Representatives. It also scaicd 
down the percentage of cuts as 
approved in - the sours ‘bill 
which called for cuts ranging 
from 30 percent for low income 
earnora: to 10 percent for 
earners in tho upper brackets, 

The Senate bill grants a 12.6 
percent cut in personal income 
taxes of $400 or under: 7.4 
percent on taxes from $400 to 
$100,000 and five percent on 
taxer above. It increases ex- 
emptions from $600 to $600 per 
person. It extends, community 
property benefits of husband 
and .wife to all states.—United 
Press.
